The Bomb Thrower’s Suicide. 


The capture and suicide last night of 
Manuel Morales, the chief author of the 
homb outrage against King Alfonso and 
Queen Victoria, add another dramatic 
chapter to the incidents surrounding the 
royal wedding. 

Morales was recognized in the little 
town. of Torrejon de Ardos, half a dozen 
miles from here, and midway between 
Madrid and Alcala. A guard sought to 
detain him, but Morales, drawing a re- 
volver, shot the man dead. Then he 

- turned to flee, but a number of the in- 
habitants of the town were upon him, 
end, turning the revolver upon himseif, 
he sent a shot into the region of his 
heart, expiring a few minutes later. 

Sefior Cuesta, proprietor of the hotel 
from the balcony of which Morales threw 
the bomb, viewed the body this morning 
and completely identified it as that of his 
recent guest. 

It was 8 o'clock last evening when Mo- 
rales, disguised in the garb of a work- 
ingman, entered the station at Torrejon 
de Ardos. He asked a child who was in 
charge of the office the time the next 
train would depart for Barcelona. He 
then sought food in a near-by inn. His 
Catalonian accent at first attracted at- 
tention to him. It was then noticed that 
his workman's suit was entirely new and 
did not correspond to that usually worn 
by a person of his station in life, his face 
and manners showing him to be a man of 
some distinction. 

A private watchman from a neighbor- 
ing estate chanced to be present. He no- 
ticed the facial resemblance of Morales 
to the descriptions given out of the man 
seen on the balcony from which the bomb 
was thrown, particularly the long, thin, 
and deeply serious face and the closely 
cropped mustache. He then observed 
that a finger of the man’s left hand, 
which the stranger was trying to conceal, 
was badly hurt, and also that there was 
a smal! fresh scar on his forehead. 

The stranger sought to take a road lead- 
ing into the country, but the watchman 
intercepted him and demanded to know 
his identity. Morales declined to give 
this, whereupon a guard arrested him. 
Instantly Morales drew a revolver from 
his pocket and fired, 
dead. Morales started up the road, but 
a small group of villagers ahead barred 
his passage Then, turning, he deliber- 
ately pointed the weapon to his heart, 
fired, and, pitched forward in the road- 
way. 

Identification Complete. 


An examination of the pockets of the 


dead man showed that they contained 836 } 


jn money and a small supply of bread 
and cheese, but there was nothing in them 
that would give a clue as to his identity. 
This fact created doubt as te whether the 
man was Morales, but when the Gov- 
ernor of Madrid arrived with Sefior Cues- 
ta, identification was immediate and posi- 
tive. 

The body was then brought to Madrid. 
At first there was a desire to bury it at 
Torrejon de Ardos, but when this was 
suggested the villagers indignantly re- 
fused to permit the body to repose in their

Father Drove Out Morales. 


BARCELONA, June 3.—Sefior Morales, 
father of the Anarchist who attempted 
to kill King Alfonso and Queen Victoria 
and who committed suicide at Torrejon 
de Ardos last night, was seen at Barce- 
lona to-day. He is the proprietor of a 
prosperous factory there. He has a strong 
individuality and is highly respected. An- 
swering the questions of an Inspector of 
Police concerning his son, he said: | 

“I wish to know nothing of this in- 
famous creature formerly bearing my 
name. I have not considered him my} 
son since I drove him from my house on| 
March 1. The reason for his being cast | 
out was purely domestic, and I beg to be} 
excused from disclosing it.

After shooting himself, Morales fell in 
the road. The villagers advanced toward

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In Paris it seems to be believed that}

Farras, or Avino, who threw a bomb at! 
King Alfonso in Paris a year ago. | 

The newspapers editorially express re- | 
lief that the assassin was discovered and 
committed suicide. A few of them regret 
that this precludes any revelation of his} 
accomplices, But the majority recognize 
that Anarchists seldom betray their ac- 
complices or the secrets of their organiza- 
tion, and that, therefore, nothing has been 
lost by Morales’s self-destruction.

Referring to the testimony of certain 


officers that they held stocks of coal 
companies and to the inference drawn by 
the newspapers that favoritism and dis- 
crimination on a large scale had been 
practiced for the benefit of the companies 
whose stacks were thus held, Mr. Cassatt 
said that while such ownership by of- 
ficers in a position to exercise favoritism, 
and therefore liable to suspicion, was no 
doubt inadvisable and unfortunate, it was 
not an offense in itself, if the stocks 
were properly acquired, and was not con- 
trary to the by-laws of the company; in 
fact, the management had, in the earlier 
years of the company, encouraged the 
officers to aid in the development of 
industries along its lines. 
No Favoritism in Rates. 


The wrong, if any had been done, was 
in the alleged favoritism. There could be 
no favoritism in rates, as shippers of 
coal and all other freights were on an 
absolute equality, all paid the full tariff 
rates without rebate. Mr. Cassatt made 
himself personally responsible for the ab- 
solute correctness of this statement. If 
there was any discrimination it could 
only be in the distribution of empty coal 
cars, and, so far as he knew, no proof 
had been produced that the officers con- 
cerned had been guilty of such favorit- 
ism. 

The board would, however, also in- 
quire carefully into these matters, and if 
there had been any wrongdoing, would 
take proper action, but it would not sacri- 
fice faithful and efficient officers to a 
manufactured and mistaken public opin- 
ion. 

The board would also no doubt con- 
sider the general question of the propriety 
of the ownership by officers and employes 
of stocks of coal and other companies 
using the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany’s lines and making regulations in 
relation thereto. There had always been 
a shortage of coal cars during periods of 
every, year, and in recent years this con- 
dition had been aggravated by the great 
increase in the production of coal, not- 
withstanding the very large increases the 
company had made in its equipment. 

Cause of Many Complaints. 

This had given rise to many com- 
plaints, and, as a natural consequence, to 
charges of discrimination. If the output 
of coal should continue to increase in the 


same ratid as in the past few years, it| 
might not be possible to provide sufficient 


equipment to avoid a shortage in the car 


supply at times. 
In view of this and of the suspicion 


| which such ownership would create, offi- | 


cers having to do with the distribution 


lof empty cars ought not to own coal | 


stocks, but to prohibit all officers and 
employes from holding stock of companies 
having business with the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company would practically bar 
them from investing in the stocks of com- 
panies located in the State of Pennsyl- 
vania and in a half dozen other States. 

The subject was troublesome and 
complicated. It would do no good, but 
harm, to adopt unworkable and unen- 
forceable regulations. The question must 
be handled in a reasonable and practical 
way, and Mr. Cassatt had no doubt the 
board would succeed in solving it satis- 
factorily and in formulating proper rules 
of conduct in this respect for the offi- 
cers. 

Suspects an Organized Attack. 

Though the testimony before the com- 
mission might disclose instances of indl- 
vidual misconduct, and though an effort, 
seemingly organized, had been made to 
place the management in the most un- 
favorable light, Mr. Cassatt asserted that 
the company’s affairs were honestly con- 
ducted in the interests of the sharehold- 
ers and with a full recognition of its duty 


| to the public. 


The company had in its employment 
over 160,000 men, who in character, effi- 
ciency, and devotion to its interests had, 
in their respective spheres, no superiors 
anywhere. The management had in the 
past shown itself entitled to the confi- 
dence of the public, and it should be 
trusted now to deal properly with the 
present situation. 

Mr. Cassatt thought, too, that the 
management deserved better treatment 


than it had received from the press, and ! 


particularly from the press of the com- 
pany's home State. It had rendered an 
immense service to the public and to the 
cause of honesty and decency in the con- 
duct of the transportation business, when 
in the early part of the year 1900, two 
before the passage of the Elkins 
gave notice that no more rebates

DERRICK BROKE, 3 KILLED. 


Fatal Accident at Erection of Big 
Stacks for Hudson Tunnel Cos. 


Three men were instantly killed and two 
seriously injured in Jersey City yesterday 
|by the fall of a stack which the men 
were putting in position at Washington 
and Bay Streets for the Hudson Tunnel 
Companies, in connection with the trans- 
verse tunnel that is to connect the Jersey 
City and Hoboken ferries with the tunnels 
running from Exchange Place and Fif- 
teenth Street to this city. 

The tunnel companies have sunk a 
shaft at Washington and Bay Streets, 
where a power house is to bé built. It 
is equipped with four boilers. These 
bollers are to be fitted with two iron 
stacks, each 110 feet high and weighing 
five tons. The contract for erecting 
them was awarded to the Dougherty 
Rigging Company of New. York. ' 

The men employed began work at 7:30 
A. M., and at 8:50 had the first stack 
partly in place, when the boom of the 
derrick slipped from its socket, and the 
derrick pole broke in twain. The boom 
of the derrick fell upon the group oat 
workmen beneath it, and three were 
killed instantly, their skulls being 
crushed. 

The dead are Charles Armbruster, 30 
years old, of Madison Street and Bush- 
wick Avenue, Brooklyn; Charles Berg, 35 
years old, of 350 Seventy-fourth Street, 
: Brooklyn, and George Matson, 48 years 
old, of 18 Manhasset Place, Brooklyn. 
The bodies were claimed by relatives 
after they had been taken to the Morgue. 

Foreman Martin Hahrman, 48 years old, 
of 955 Madison Street, Brooklyn, was se- 
verely injured about’the head. He was 
taken to St. Francis's Hospital. Peter 
Johnson, 45 years old, of 10 Manhasset 
Place, Brooklyn, was badly bruised,

FIFTEEN FIREMEN OVERCOME. 


And Automatic Sprinklers Spoil Stock 
in Omaha Department Store. 


OMAHA, Neb., June 3.—An insignifi- 
cant fire to-day was the direct cause of 
heavy damage to the stock of Haiden 
Brothers’ department store at Sixteenth 
and Dodge Streets, and the temporary as- 
phyxiation of fifteen firemen and a police 
surgeon, all of whom recovered. 

The fire, after causing a few thousand 
dollars’ damage, started the automatic 
sprinklers, which flooded five floors of 
the building, ruining half of the stock, 
valued at $650,000. The fire had smold- 
ered for some time, filling the room with 
gas and smoke so that the first firemen 
to enter the place were overcome. 

Those who went to their assistance rap- 
idly succumbed until it was nécessary to 
take fifteen of them, including Chief Sal- 
ter, Assistant Chief Simpson, Capts. Sulll- 
yan, Coyle, and Oleson, and Lieuts.

FALLS WITH HIS AIRSHIP. 


Propeller Cuts the Gas Bag—Aeronaut 
Narrowly Escapes Death.

CLEVELAND, June 3—Lincoln J. 
Beachey, a Toledo aeronaut, lost control 
of hia airship to-day while 1,000 feet from 
the ground, and when the disabled ma- 
chine fell heavily he was under it. He 
was unconscious when dragged out, but 
revived soon and was found to be unin- 
jured. 

The flight was made in a new airship 
called *“Knabenshue II., and took place at 
Luna Park, where a crowd had gath- 
ered. Beachey started to cross the city, 
but when the machine got up 1,000 feet 
it struck a strong breege, and Beachey 
was forced to turn back. When he was 
above the park buildings a counter breeze 
suddenly hit the airship and strained it, 
so that the long triangular framework 
carrying the motive power broke, and the 
six-foot propeller cut into the balloon 
like a buzz saw. 

Beachey, although affected by the es- 
caping gas, dropped all his ballast. The 
remaining gas then carried him high, end 
the wind blew him away from the build- 
ings. Then he became unconscious from 
the gas. The machine fell sharply and 
it was feared Beachey was killed.

Sir Purdon’s few days in New York last 
week were very busy days, and he was 
downtown most of the time. He gave ab- 
solutely no information concerning the 
probability of the purchase of the Kann 
collection, but it was believed that if any 
one knew what Mr. Morgan intended to do

The Oppenheim collection, recently pur- 
chased by Mr. Morgan, is now in the 
South Kensington Museum. His treas- 
ures of art abroad are so numerous taat 
it is believed here that the Kann collec- 
tion will be brought to New York for 
the Museum. If it comes as a gift to 
the Metropolitan there will be no duty 
on it, and it is known that Mr. Morgan 
would not pay the tariff on an art pur- 
chase of $5,500,000 if he meant to retain 
the treasures himself. 

Rodolphe Kann, the founder of the col- 
lection, made a large fortune in South 
Africa many years ago. He then began 
the acquisition of rare objects of art, 
such as Limoges enamels, crystal beak- 
ers of the fifteenth century and earlier, 
carvings from ancient chapels, missals, 
and textiles, Oriental and mediaeval. 

The old paintings in the collection, how- 

ever, are more important than the objects 
of the applied arts. M. Kann’s private 
galleries contain splendid examples of the 
old Dutch masters, beginning with Rem- 
brandt and Frans Hals. By Rembrandt 
are a portrait of the maid Hendrickje and 
several important Biblical subjects. Jan 
Steen, Ter Borch, Van der Meer, the Van 
Ostades, Ruysdael, Hobbema, and P. de 
Hoogh are represented. Kann had a spec- 
{men of Roger van der Weyden, the early 
Fiemish-French painter of Madonnas, 
four figures by Memline, and a “ Plight 
Into Egypt,” by Gerard David, a Flemish 
primitive only recently understood. 

In the French school the collection 
rivals that of Sir Richard Wallace, con- 
taining ‘‘ L’Escarpolette,’’ by Fragonard 
—the lady in the swing who has lost her 
shoe—as well as many examples of Bou- 
cher, Watteau, Lancret, Pater, Chardin, 
and David. In the Italian school Kann 
possessed a Giovanni Bellini and a Ghir- 
landaio. 

When the sum mentioned in a report 
from Paris last week as a figure upon 
which negotiations for the collection 
might be based, $5,000,000, was reported 
to museum members and artists, it seemed 
to take away their breath, and little hope 
was entertained for the purchase by an 
American, although it was known that 
Mr. Morgan had looked with favor upon 
the Kann treasures, and it was finally 
believed that Sir Purdon’s call to France 
was for the purpose of advising with him 
regarding them. 

‘““Mr. Morgan buys his great art treas~ 
ures,” said a Trustee of the museum, 
“with a keen business outlook. He knows 
that they will never lessen in value, and 
Sir Purdon himself has a good business 
eye. If these two buy the collection they 
will get the worth of the money. If Mr. 
Morgan gives it to the Metropolitan it 
will be the greatest art gift ever made te 
a city and a country.”

NEILL’S MEAT REPORT 


MAY BE CONSERVATIVE: 


Regard for Cattle Interests Said 
to Have Been Shown. 


COWAN SEES THE PRESIDENT 


Texas Lawyer Proposes Cattle Grow- 
ers’ Plan—Roosevelt Said to be 
Against Compromise.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—The President | 
will send the Neill report on beef-packing | 


conditions to Congress early to-morrow 
with a brief message that will deal with 
the issue as to adequate 
the characteristic manner which marked 
the recent oil report. 

It is understood that the Neill report 


has been prepared with conservative re- | 


gard to the vital interests of the cattle- 
men and that much that has been ascer- 
tained of the methods of the packers will 
not now be ‘made public, because of the 
harm that might be done to the cattle in- 
dustry. 

The air has been full of rumors as to 
what will be done with the Beveridge bill 
by the House. Assertions are being made 
right and left among the packers’ friends 
that the President will “let down,” and 
the result will be a bill on conservative 
lines, which will put the cost on the Gov- 
ernment and provide at the same time @ 
broad court review which will in the end 
tie the hands of the Department of Agri- 
culture when the inspection is put in 
force. 

It can be said without fear of contra- 
diction that up to this time there is abso- 
lutely no foundation for any such asser- 
tion by the packing interests. Their bill 
was not produced by any one in the De- 
partment of Agriculture, and there has 
been no encouragement for them in any 
part of that department. The Secretary 
stands opposed to their bill and will fight 
it uncompromisingly. 

A new proposition was advanced yester- 
Gay in the interests of the packers and 
cattlemen. Judge Sam H. Cowan, who 
had an important part in framing the 
Rate bill, came to Washington, rep- 
resenting the Texas Cattle Ralsers’ As- 
sociation and the National Livestock 
Association, to urge a compromise Dill. 
He had a conference with the President, 
and later sent to the White House a 
letter submitting his views on the way 
to meet the problem without crushing 
the cattle producing industry. 

Judge Cowan has the confidence of the 
President, who listened to him through- 
out the struggle to secure rate legisla- 
tion. He asks that there be complete 
inspection by the Federal authorities, and 
that this inspection be made as strict as 
the facts recently discovered, and soon 
to be made public, warrant, but he be- 
Neves there is great danger that in pass- 
ing a suitable law Congress may ruin 
the cattlemen and paralyze the packing 
industry for years. 

“The livestock men of the country 
know that they cannot sell their stock to 
packers,”” said Judge Cowan, “if the 
packers are not to be able to sell it to 
consumers. It can’t be sold to consumers 
if the public is to lack confidence in it, 
and after what we have neard of the 
Chicago packing establishments lately 
the public will surely want the guarantee 
which only thorough inspection can give. 

“The restoration of confidence in our 
meat products in this country’and abroad 
is absolutely necessary. The President 
of the American National Livestock As- 
sociation has wired the President that 
that organization urgently desires full 
and adequate inspection legislation.”’ 

Judge Cowan declares it would be fair 


for the cattle raisers to pay the cost of 
the inspection of live animals and the 
packers to pay the cost of inspecting the 
carcasses and canned products, the fees 
to be assessed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture. This is a modification of the 
idea at first proposed by Representatives 
Wadsworth and Lorimer.

UNION LEADER'S CHARGES. 


Says That the Packers Hire Cheap 
and Dirty Foreign Workmen. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, June 3.—Michael Donnelly, 
President of the Butcher Workmen's 
Union, to-day discussed the charges 
against the packers and said that those 
bearing on unsanitary conditions sur- 
rounding the preparation of meat and food 
products were well based. Donnelly has 
had twenty years’ experience in the in- 
dustry. 

He declared that the trouble is due to 
“Dirty foreign workingmen” brought to 
Packingtown from Southern Eurépe. These 
men, he said, knew nothing of the princi- 
ples of cleanliness at home and could not 
be expected to be clean at their work. 

“Any one who knows anything of the 
yards can go there and get verification of 
most of the charges recently made against 
the packers,” said Donnelly. ‘‘ The sani- 
tary arrangements in some places are un- 
speakably bad. 

“It is often asked why we butchers, 
who work in the meat houses, do not 
raise objections to the methods that we 
see employed there. In the killing pens, 
where skilled men work, I do not suppose 


it could be much cleaner. It is in outing 
and disposing of meat that the unskille 
labor is used. These are the cheap men, 
They are dirty, and can’t be taught clean- 
liness; therefore these evils have grown 


up.”’ 
JAPAN BALKS AMERICANS. 


Keeps Them from Working Their Gold 
Mines Near Port Arthur. 


CHE-FOO, June 2.—The American own- 
ers of gold mines near Port Arthur are 
lodging protests with the State Depart- 
ment through the local American Con- 
sul because the Japanese refuse to restore 
their mine properties, indemnify the 
owners, or give permission to resume 
work, which at the opening of the war 
was proceeding in several shafts with 
many hundred workmen. The amount in- 
volved approximates $1,000,000. 

The Japanese, it is said, continue the 
occupation of private property of foreign- 
ers at Dalny and Port Arthur, alleging 
military necessity, and are refusing to 
pay rent or restore the property. 

Persons, some of them representing 
large interests, repeatedly passing through 
Che-Foo en route to Dalny and Port Ar- 
thur, in the endeavor to obtain restitution 
of their property, bitterly complain of 
what they consider unreasonable delays 
and expense due to the Japanese. They 
point out that in face of these delays the 
Japanese have officially declared that the 
time limit of claims will be Sept. 27 next, 
after which date no statements will be 
considered, and property will be confis- 
cated. 


FOUGHT HIS RESCUERS, 


He Jumped Overboard and Tried to 
Drown Policeman and Himself. 


Andrew Helldig of 348 West Fifty-third 
Street attempted suicide yesterday after- 
noon by jumping off the ‘‘ Brick Market ”’ 
pier, at the foot of West Fifty-third 
Street. He fought desperately with 
Patrolman. Nelson of the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station and another man 
while they were trying to drag him from 
the river. After being revived at the 
hospital Helldig was locked up, charged 
with attempted suicide. 

Helldig was fully dressed when he 
jumped overboard. He was swimming 


about, and laughed when Patrolman Nel- 
son hailed-him. 

Nelson threw off his coat and helmet 
and went in after the man. Helldig threw 
his arms about his neck and forced the 
patrolman to fight to prevent being car- 
ried down. Daniel Schwaner of 415 West 
Forty-first Street jumped in to the aid of 
the policeman. 

Schwaner helped Nelson to overpower 
Helldig, and with a rope he was dragged 
out. The police think Helldig is insane.

111 KILLED, 40 HURT 


IN TROLLEY espaiild 


Car Turns Over at Foot of a Hill 
in East Providence. 


HURLED FROM THE TRACK 


Filled with Over a Hundred Merry- 
makers—Big Vehicle, Raised, Falls 
Again, Crushing More Victims. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., June 8.—BHleven 
persons are Jead, a score seriously and 
another score slightly injured as the re- 
sult of the overturning of an open electric 
car at Moore’s Correr, in East Provi- 
dence, at 1 o'clock this morning. More 
than 100 young men and women, members 
of a Catholic society, who had been pass- 
ing the evening at Crescent Park, a pleas- 
ure resort on the Providence River, six 
miles below this city, were on a char- 
tered car returning to their homes in this 
city, Olreyville, and Thornton. : 

The motorman in charge of the car, W. 
J. Laucher of Olneyville, although ex- 
perienced in his calling, was unfamiliar 
| wth the road, over which he was travel- 

ing for the first time. He was put in 
charge .of .the sar at the solicitation of 
the passengers. At Moore’s Corner the 
| track curves sharply at the foot of a long 
tbut not particularly heavy grade. Fog 
prevented a clear view of the road ahead, 
and an electric arc lamp at the corner 
is said to have been hardly visible. The 
motorman, unaware of the sharp curve 
below, allowed the car to coast rapidly 
down nill. 

The first intimation of an accident was 
when the motorman felt the car swing 
into the curve. Realizing the peril, he 
applied the brakes and reversed the 
power in an effort to prevent an accl- 
dent. The weight of a number of men 
on the running board and the momentum 
sufficed to derail the car and throw it 
into the road twenty feet from the track, 
where it fell on its side between a tree 
and a guide post. 

Seven of the passengers were pinioned 
beneath the car and instantly killed. The 
shrieks and groans of other passengers 
gave evidence of terrible injuries. Im- 
mediately those who escaped with little 
or no injury began the work of rescue. 
Within a few moments a large joist lying 
in a nearby dooryard was utilized as a 
lever, and the car was raised from the 
ground just enough to pemit the escape 
of its imprisoned passengers. Two per- 

; sons had succeeded in escaping, when the 
joist broke under the weight of the car, 
and the heavy vehicle fell back to the 
ground, pinioning two passengers beneath 
its weight and killing them instantly. 

The rescuers again raised the car from 
the ground, and, by building a pile of 
heavy stone, kept it in position while 
the dead and injured were removed. 

In the meantime physicians and ambu- 
lances had been summoned from Provi- 
dence and Riverside.

THE CHINESE BOYCOTY | 
EXASPERATES TRADERS 


Exports snow the Damage Done 
by Exclusion Laws, They Say. 


COAST CHINESE BEHIND IT? 


Letters from China Say That the Ori- 
entals Have Been Stirred Against 
America and Will Persist. 


Although the Chinese boycott of Ameri- 
can goods has dropped from public notice 
lately, its disastrous effects become more 
and more exasperating to the merchants 
who trade with the Orient. The exports 
of cotton cloths from New York City to 
China show the following remarkable de- 


crease since May, 1905: 

Week ending May 26, 1906, 4,198 bales and 
cases. 

Corresponding week of 1905, 14,578 bales and 
cases. 


Though the boycott began ‘ eighteen 
months ago, the effects did not show in 
the export figures for a long time, be- 
cause contracts are made a year and 
sometimes a year and a half before de- 
liveries. But the tables comparing Feb- 
rvary of this year with February, 1905, 
show the damage that is being done to 
American trade by the.Chinamen’s effort 
to avenge the inhospitable treatment given 


them fn this country.

One curious feature of the situation is 
the temporary crippling of the boycott by 
the San Francisco isaster. Wealthy 
Chinamen in San Francisco furnished 
large sums for carrying on the boycott. 
They felt keenly the contempt of Ameri- 
cans, and, some say, were at the very 
bottom of the movement. They suffered 
enormous losses in the disaster, and many 
were entirely ruined. The disaster thereby 
cut off an important source of income 
from the men who were conducting the 
agitation in China. According to the lat- 
est advices from China, though, the anti- 
American element is not going to stop 
the movement until the present exclusion 
laws, which the Orientals ccnsider insult- 
ing and degrading, are repealed. 

The feelings of a weali\hy Chinese mer. 
chant when he reaches San Francisco 
were thus described by Murray Warner of 
Shangrai to the House Committee on For- 

ffairs: 
fle ‘amas it a grave insult indeed 
when he comes over to this country, after 
complying with all the requirements that 
our laws demand, to be put in the ‘ Hotel 
Celestial,’ I think it is called, on the pier 
of a steamship company in San Francisco, 
and is thrown into the coolie class with 
men who are waiting to enter this coun- 


try.”

PICKPOCKETS FIGHT 
ON A JOY LINE BOAT 


Four of Them Put in Irons After 
the First Mate Is Stabbed. 


PASSENGERS IN A_ PANIC 


The Four Began by Pushing the 
Crowd Around the Ticket Of- 
fice of the Edgemont. 


Passengers on the Joy Line steamer 
Edgemont, which leff Providence Saturday 
night, had an exciting time of it for the 
first hour or two of ‘théir journey. Four 
pickpockets were found at work among 
the crowd, and a hard fight followed 
when the crew tried to capture them. At 
last, after the first mate had been stabbed 
in the arm, all four men were caught 
and put in irons. They were locked up 


at Police Headquarters when the boat - 


arrived here yesterday morning. 

First Mate Condon, who was the only 
person injured in the fight, told the po- 
lice that the men began to act suspi- 
ciously soon after the Edgemont left her 
landing. A crowd of passengers was 
about the ticket office to get berths, and 
the four started pushing and shoving in 
all directions. He warned them to quit 
their tactics, and on their refusing to 
stop he tried to collar one of them, whe 
later said he was Joseph Splegel. 

Spiegel fought the mate off with a 
knife, and wounded him in the right arm. 
Then the whole crew was called, and the 
fight began in earnest. Cries of ‘‘ Look 
out for the pickpockets!” had thrown 
the crowd into a panic, and women and 
children were crushed, and some nearly 
went overboard in the attempt to get out 
of the way. 

Spiegel and his three companions re- 
sisted the crew for some time, but were 
at last landed below in irons. Spiegel 
said he Mved at 76 Monroe Street. The 
others described themselves as Henry 
Shaw, Morris Reboit, and Noah Perus of 
1,981 Second Avenue. Spiegel’s right 
name is said to be Siegel, and the police 
say they -have seen him before: Perus 
looks hardly more than 10 years old, and 
is only 4 feet in height. Detectives, who 
pretended to be ‘“‘crooks’”’ and had them- 
selves locked in adjoining cells, were 
unable to get anything out of them.

Mr. Baer certainly has the courage 
of his opinions regarding the excep- 
tional virtue of the corporation which 
jit has pleased Providence to place un- 
der his control.

Even in the pack- 
ing-house scandals 
ERNEsT H. Crossy 
finds an element of 
consolation and a 
gleam of hope. The revelations cannot 
be too bad for him, it seems, for the 
worse they prove to be the more likely 
are they to send people by multitudes 
into the camp of the vegetarians—which 
he thinks would be a good thing. “ Meat,” 
he declares, “is an altogether unneces- 
sary article of food, and it is the simplest 
thing in the world to get on without. I 
have not touched flesh, fish, or fowl in 
eight years, The valuable ingredient in 
meat is the proteids, and these can be 
obtained just as well from the cereals, 
whole-wheat bread, eggs, cheese, peas, 
and beans.” Therefore, if the practices 
of the packers persuade any considerable 
number of their customers to foreswear a 
diet at once “unclean, barbarous, and 
eruel,”’ the packers will have become pub- 
lic benefactors! This is an outburst high- 
ly characteristic of—vegetarianism. There 
is not, so far as we know, a single fact 
to serve as basis for one of these state- 
ments except that in regard to Mr. 
CrosBY’s own diet. Physiology demon- 
strates man’s need of and adaptation to a 
meat diet as clearly as the lion’s, and 
history, ancient and modern, proves that 
vegetable food will not do much, if any- 
thing, more than keep him alive, usually 
as the serf or subject of men who eat 
meat. Every one of the vegetarian races 
has been and is such from dire necessity, 
and they all turn gladly to the stronger 
food at the first opportunity. If Mr. 
CrosBy will look around the world and 
observe the physical and mental develop- 
ment of the peoples who eat little or no 
meat, he will be—or ought to be—deeply 
grateful that he comes of forebears of an- 
other kind and that he has not yet had 
time to starve himself into the condition 
to which vegetarianism, long followed, in- 
variably reduces humanity. The best and 
most successful animals, like the best and 
most successful men, have always bcen 
the meat eaters. If Mr. Crospy should 
mention the elephant as the most in- 
telligent as well as the biggest of ani- 
mals, he could be reminded that the ele- 
phant is a pretty nearly complete failure, 
the last of a once numerous race and 
already an economic impossibility except 
under special conditions, narrowly re- 
stricted and annually growing narrower. 
He would come out much better in a 
comparison between the Japanese and 
the Russians. That is a highly complex 
case, but the planning and thinking Japa- 
nese are not vegetarians, and never have 
been, while the Russian peasant doesn’t 
get sO much more meat than his brown 
conqueror. To us, whatever Mr. CrosBr 
may say, it is an added grievance against 
the packers that their horrible deeds are 
likely to drive not a few foolish and 
hasty people into the vegetarian quag- 
mire.

Three Supreme Court Jus- 
tices, sitting in the Appel- 
Rights late Term, have decided that 

Upheld. the street railway companies 
cannot fix upon a moment as 

the only one at which they will give a 
transfer, but must let the passenger 
have plenty of time in which to make up 
his mind whether he wants a transfer 
or not. The decision will meet with pop- 
ular favor, not only because it extends 
the opportunity of getting something out 
of the transportation companies, but be- 
cause it has the quality of common sense 
as the law mind understands that term. 
It is true that the companies are not 
without fairly good explanations for the 
rule they are trying to enforce. In the 
first place it is no very severe hardship 
to make the demand for the transfer at 
the time of paying fare, and people could 
undoubtedly learn to do it In time. In 
the second place there is a vast iot of 
petty swindling done with transfers, much 
of it by people who might be expected 
to see no charms in larceny on a scale 
so small, and from some of this the 
rule would protect the companies. Theo- 
retically, at least, that is held >y all of 
us to be a desirable end. Nevertheless, 
the rule was obnoxious from the very be- 
ginning, and its enforcement at once de- 
veloped in the usually submissive tribe 
of street car passengers an indiguation 
that has frequently resulted in breaches 
of the peace. We have all felt that some- 
how or other this limitation of the trans-

venience and interest, as against those of 
their patrons, was unjustifiable *and 
wrong. The three Justices say that it is 
also illegal, that it violates the clear pru- 
visions of the statute, which declares that 
the transfer must be given ‘‘ on demand,” 
without a word as to when the demand 
must be made. Perhaps something of 
the popular dislike for this rule was due 
to the fact, or the report, that condu-iors 
had been forbidden to ask, when receiving 
fares, whether those paying them wanted 
a transfer, That looked a little too much 
like a desire and an attempt on the com- 
pany’s part to escape as often as it could 
what it has shown many evidences of ro- 
garding as a distasteful burden. We haves 
fought too hard and too long to get 
transfers to have artificial difficulties put 
in the way of obtaining them. The com- 
pany can, however, make out something 
of a case for its rule, and we have more 
than half a notion that it will not let 
the matter drop until the highest court 
decides against it. 


In some remarks made by 


Magistrate BREEN last 
and week when men charged 
Spirit. with taking part in or 
abetting a prizefight were 
before him, he took that severely tech- 
nical and literal yiew of the law which is 
so extremely irritating to all except law- 
yers. Everybody knows, and nobody less 
well than Magistrate Breen, that a 
“club” which admits “members” 4s 
fast as they can put money through a 
window and receive ‘“‘ membership tick- 
ets"’ good only for a single evening is 
merely a device for getting around the 
law which prohibits boxing matches to 
which the general public is admitted for 
a fee. And yet the Magistrate said: “A 
club that was regularly chartered might 
adopt any by-laws it saw fit, no matter 
how ridiculous, and might stipulate any 
conditions as to the procedure in incor- 
porating members, and the mere demon- 
stration of lax business methods in s° 
doing does not constitute a crime. The 
evidence has been directed principally to 
show that lax business methods were fol- 
lowed. Whether this constitutes receiv- 
ing an indirect admission fee must be dc- 
cided. The question is a very complex 
one, ahd there is a wide diversity of opin- 
ion as to the meaning of the law." We 
are not much inclined to criticise this 
statement of the situation, and similar 
contentions have so often been upheld 
that probably enough this one will be, put 
we think that the diversity of opinion to 
which the Magistrate referred is less as 
to the meaning of the law than as to its 
letter. In reality or pretense the law 
was intended to prevent just such fights 
for money prizes as have recently taken 
place. If it permits them it proves, not 
that “the law is an ass,’ perhaps, but 
certainly that the making and interpret- 
ing of laws involve principles and theo- 
ries that have no relation to those on 
which the ordinary activities of life are 
conducted. And such a demonstration 
does not increase the general respect for 
the law, its makers, or its interpreters.

TELEPHONE CUTS UNFAIR ? 


Subscribers Said to Get Little Advan- 
tage from Reduced Rates. 


To the Rditor of The New York Times: 

The telephone rates, as published this 
morning. are certainly a great boon to 
the person telephoning from time to time 
from a telephone booth; but while the 
cut to the transient is substantial, the 
cut in rates to the subscriber is not in 
keeping. For booth telephoning the rates 
are cut in half; for the user of the sub- 
scription list about 1 cent to 2 cents is the 
cut. 

It seems as though the ratio should be 
maintained. A subscriber, who pledges 
himself to a given number of calls in ad- 
vance, whether he uses them or not, does 
not get his calls at the rate of 5 cents 
per call unless he subscribes to 2,700 calls 
per annum. At 1,800 calls for $09 he is 
paying 5% cents per mesbage. 

It doesn’t seem just for a subscriber of 
1,800 calls to pay more per call than he 
would in any public booth. The telephone 
company will reply that the charge for 
installation has to be covered. That its 
true, but let every one pay the same price 
for installations. Then let every one pay 
a flat rate for calls, whether for 5 or 
50,000.. It costs no more to operate the 
5 calls of John Smith than it does to 
operate 5 calls of the 50,000 calls of John 
Jones. 

The schedule, as it stands, makes the 
burden unequal, and unless the two meth- 
ods of dividing costs, installations and 
operations, are calculated by themselves 
the inequality is likely to remain.

TENANTS AND THE TAX ON LAND. 


Rentals Fixed by Competition, Not by 
Taxation. 


J'e the Hditor of The New York Times: 

In the memorandum accompanying the 
mortgage tax law the Governor says that 
the shifting and incidence of taxation 
throw upon the borrower the tax on 
mortgages, “‘as taxes on land are shifted 
to the tenant, taxes on articles of mer- 
chandise to the consumer,” &c. 

Economically this statement is not ac- 
curate. While taxes on land are paid out 
of the rents received for it, they are 
not shifted to the tenant in the sen%e that 
they add to rent. The price of commod- 
ities is fixed by the cost of production, 
and whatever taxes are imposed upon the 
processes of manufacture and upon meth- 
ods of distribution will be added to the 
price paid by the ultimate consumer. Land 
is a thing apart in that its purchase price 
is determined by its actual or potential 
income-producing power. A tax upon the 
value of land or upon its rent will not 
add to the price that can be obtained as 
rental, because that fs fixed by compar- 
{son with the available supply of other 
land. But as the purchaser of land ex- 
pects a net return upon his investment, he 
will pay only a price that is a capitaliza- 
tion of the net rent after the amount of 
tax is deducted. So instead of the tax on 
land being shifted to the tenant, it is 
really charged off in purchase prices and 
falls upon no one save the owner at the 
time of an original imposition or an in- 
crease in the tax.

TRADE WITH CHILE. 


Slowness of Freight Transit a Handi- 
cap Hard to Overcome. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with much pleasure in 
Tue Times that steps are being taken 
by the Chilean Government to improve 
and draw more closely together the trade 
relations between that country and our 
own, and that Chile, in her usual prac- 
tical and businesslike way, offers a lib- 
eral subsidy to establish, with that ob- 
ject, a direct line of steamships between 
Panama and Valparaiso, and seeks im- 
provement in freights and the present 
methods of handling goods crossing the 
Isthmus. This important action on the 
part of the Chilean Government will, I 
confidently believe, receive from our Gov- 
ernment and people the cordial apprecta- 
tion and co-operation which its great im- 
portance merits. 

The time of transit at present between 
New York and Valparaiso via Panama 
ranges from thirty to thirty-five days, 
because of the numerous stops at ports 
along the Pacific Coast and the uncer- 
tainty of connections at Panama; freight 
rates are high and facilities for handling 
heavy, bulky, and breakable goods en- 
tirely inadequate. The result is that a 
considerable quantity of machinery, fur- 
niture, and other heavy, bulky, and break- 
able shipments go by way of Europe cr 
direct by tramp steamers through the 
Straits of Magellan, or by sailing ves- 
sels around Cape Horn, in either case en- 
tailing months of delay in their arrival 
at destination, whereas the drafts for 
the amount of the goods, with bills of 
lading attached, going by regular mail, 
arrive not infrequently sixty or ninety, 
and sometimes 120, days before the goods 
themselves. No wonder, then, that the 
Chileans place their orders in England, 
Germany, or Belgium! Indeed, much of 
our American machinery and other goods 
are first sold to England, and from thence 
sold to Chile, having in this way to bear 
accumulated freights, costs of rehandling, 
and profits before they reach the ultimate 
purchasers. 

The plan now proposed by Chile, of a 
direct, or practically direct, line of steam- 
ers from Panama to Valparaiso—prompt 
connections at Panama being assured— 
should bring Valparaiso within sixteen 
days of New York; then the questions of 
modification of freight rates and the 
prompt and more careful handling of 
heavy and breakable freight across the 
IsthMus should certainly not present any 
insuperable difficulties. 

From my personal experience, I can 
say that there is no other of our South 
American neighbors that more earnestly 
desires cordial business relations with 
the United States than Chile, and I am 
sure they will find that our people hearti- 
ly reciprocate this good will. One of my 
earliest official acts in Chile in 1889 was 
to transmit to my Government from the 
then Minister of Foreign Relations, the 
late Don Edwardo Matte, the promise of 
his Government that it would pay its full 
proportion of any annual subsidy that 
might be necessary to establish a direct 
line of steamships from Boston, New 
York, and Philadelphia around to the 
Pacific Coast, and one of my last acts, 
before I resigned my post, in 1893, was to 
secure the promise of the adoption of 
United States locomotives upon the Chil- 
ean Government railroads. 

Another matter that pleases me ex- 
ceedingly, and that I hope may be en- 
tirely successful, is the proposed estab- 
lishment of an American bank in Chile. 
Examination will demonstrate that, upon 
the business between the United States 
and our South American neighbors, we 
are paying to London bankers, in the 
form of exchange, considerably over 
$1,000,000 per year, a very large part of 
which it ought, I believe, to be practica- 
ble to keep in American hands.

A DEFENSE OF MISS FLYNN. 


Experience of One Who Was Forced 
to Give Time to Uncongenial Studies. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is quite evident that G. Fletcher Hall 
of East Orange, N. J., who in Tuesday's 
issue deplores Miss Fiynn’s address on 
‘* Education,"’ was so horrified at finding 
himself among Socialists for the first 
time that he was unable to receive her 
discourse dispassionately. I heard her 
give the same address in Harlem some 
weeks ago. I am not a Socialist, and it 
was the only gathering of Socialists I ever 
attended. I heard a slip of a schoolgirl 
with an earnest face and a modest manner 
give a lecture that a man of WO might 
have done with credit. Instead of plead- 
ing for Socialism she was pleading for in- 
dividualism, for our public school system 
is Socialistic, and her piea was for a sys- 
tem that would bring out the ihdividual- 
ism and consequently the best that fs in 
the pupil, or, in other words, for the fur- 
ther carrying out of the principles of the 
great educator Froebel. She claims that 
the child himself has an eagerness to de- 
velop his strongest intellectual faculties. 
Education begins with the baby stretch- 
ing out his tiny hand to grasp the nearest 
object, and it ends only at the grave. 

In my own case my parents made sacri- 
fices to send me to college. I had decided 
talents in certain lines, but they were 
dulled and useless after years of grinding 
in the public schools, and, weakened in 
body and with nerves unstrung, after two 
years of college I had a physical break- 
down that has hampered me all my Hife. 
Six years of Latin, five of Greek, and as 
many of algebra, geometry, conic sec- 
tions, trigonometry, and even surveying 
were all forced upon a girl who cared 
nothing for them and who has since had 
no use for them, while since then she has 
been trying to attain what she might 
have done in those wasted years. 

Miss Flynn's dominant idea is that the 
boy who is doomed to manual toil and 
who longs for tools to express the ideas 
in his brain should not be forced to study 
subjects that will be of no possible use in 
his after life; that more studies should be 
elective. All the teachers in the world 
will not make a scholar in the branches 
of education for which the child has nei- 
ther-taste nor talent. There was far more 
originality in the olden days when the boy 
who longed for an education worked out 
the problem for himself. Let us not be- 
come a nation of predestined and involun- 
tary echoes, Give the individual a chance, 
Miss Flynn is young and a woman, but I 
pray she may always have the courage 
that she shows to-day. She is at least an 
independent thinker, and that is inspiring 
during a period of educational conven- 
tionality. 

Lest I be charged with prejudice I wish 
to say that I do not know this bright 
schoolgirl or so far as I am aware any 

| other Socialist, and if there be any as un- 
just or obtuse as G. Fletcher Hall, I do 
not care to know any.

New Bridge as a Breathing Place. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 

You recently opposed the proposal of a River- 
side park. Most commendably you claimed that 
the congested districts were in greater need 
of parks than the one under discussion. You 
urged the expenditure of the $3,000,000 sought 
for in the densely populated portions of the 
city. 

You could not advocate the expenditure of 
the above sum in a more practicable manner 
than by advocating ®e acquirement and util- 
ization of a space now virtually unoccupied 
but which might be converted into an ad- 
mirable substitute for a park. I refer to the 
Williamsburg Bridge. 

The southern footpath of this bridge is 
nightly crowded to its utmost. Situated in a 
thickly populated neighborhood, the bridge af- 
fords breathing room for thousands of people 
every evening. Why is the northern footpath 
close? No repairs are being made. At present 
it is a useless appendage to the great struct- 
ure. For several months this road has been 
completed, but has not been thrown open to 
the public. 

Not only, however, is one of the footpaths 
of no use at present, but the other road which 
is used is not utilized in the best manner. 
It might contain a greater number of settees 
on both sides of the path than are at present 
to be found there. Each path is wider than 
that of the Brooklyn Bridge. The addition 
of a large number of benches would not hinder 
pedestrian travel to any marked degree, pro- 
vided both roads were open. M. A

It is interesting, and maybe before you 
lay it aside it is too late for you w go 
to church. But for that you have enly 
yourself to blame, and not the newspaper. 

“It is wrong to read the Sunday news- 
paper only when you become s0 absorbed 
in it that you neglect your children and 
family and when you put it before other 
things that are better and holier.”

PARIS BOURSE DEPRESSED. 


Russians Heavy and Spanish Securi- 
ties Give Way—Rentes Lower.

PARIS, June 3.—The conditions in 
Russia and the financial situation in 
this country as depicted by M. Poin- 
caré were depressing factors on the 
Bourse early last week. Then came the 
sudden reaction in the rate of exchange 
at Madrid and the whole market gave 
way. The securities most affected were 
the new Russian 5 per cents., home 
railway stocks, and Spanish railways. 

On Thursday there was a rally at the 
opening on better news from Russia 
and the slight improvement in Spanish 
exchange, but later operations for the 
monthly settlement caused a reaction 
owing to the comparative stiffness of 
contango rates for French rentes. 

The news of the bomb outrage at Ma- 
drid had no effect on the market on 
Friday, but it set people to thinking 
what might have happened, and a de- 
sire was manifest to relieve the posi- 
tion in Spanish securities, which were 
especially heavy. As the week closed 
French rentes showed a fractional de- 
cline, Russians were still heavy on the 
uncertainty ot the political situation, 
and Spanish Exteriors, like railways, 
suffered a setback for the reasons al- 
ready stated. Bank shares were steady. 
Rio Tintos were strong. The South 
African market was inactive. 

It has often been the practice of 
some Frenoh banks to avoid public 
subscription for securfties and to real- 
ize on them by private sale among 
their own customers. This course is 
being pursued by the Banque de I’Union 
Parisienne in, regard to the stock of 
the Bank of Gua@ajuato and the Bank 
of the State of Mexico, which are sold 
privately.

| OUP TRADE WITH CHINA. 


Great Growth, Especially in Exports to 
the Empire, Since 1895. 


| WASHINGTON, June 3.—The trade of 
the United States with China shows a 
very rapid growth during the past decade, 
especially in exports to that country, 
though the imports from China also show 
an increase. 

Total exports to China in the calendar 
year 1895 were $3,703,922, and in 1905, 
} $58,574,798; the total imports from China 
were, in 1805, $21,842,860, and in 1905, $28,- 
113,811. In addition to the exports direct 
there should be considered those to Hong- 
kong, a British colony on the coast of 
China, which is, in fact, a door through 
which large quantities of merchandise en- 
ter that country. To Hongkong the ex- 
ports of the United States grew from 
$4,462,856 in 1895 to $8,080,826 tn 1905, and 
the imports from Hongkong grew from 
$1,393,920 in 1895 to $1,685,063 In 1905. 

The largest growth in the exports to 
China occurred in 1905, in which the total 
value of merchandise exported to that 
country was $58,574,798, against $27,921,033 
in 1004 and $14,970,188 in 1908. This growth 
was due in part to the fact that large 
contracts for American cotton cloths were 
made in the latter part of 1904, in the ex- 
pectation that Manchuria and other sec- 
tions of Northern China would be open to 
commerce in 1905. 

There was sent to China tn 1905 $11,747,- 


267 worth of copper, against $1,350,352 in 
1904, the large increase in ae of cop- 

r being due to the demand for manu- 
acture into copper coins by the mints of 
the various provinces, Thus the large in- 
crease occurred almost exclusively in cot- 
ton cloths and copper, the increase in the 
former being about $20,000,000, and in the 
latter about $10,000,000. 

As a result of this unusually large ex- 
peta the United States seems to 
ave supplied about 20 per cent. of the 
imports into that country in 1905. In 
1890. the United States was supplying only 
© pr cent. of the imports of China.

SHAW’S GOLD ADVANCE. 


Banks Still Hold $5,000,000 of Govern- 
ment Gold. 


The announcement last week that Secre- 
tary Shaw has suspended the making of 
advances against gold tmports brought 
to a close the first period of the applica- 
tion of this new Treasury Department 
policy. The first special deposits of Gov- 
ernment funds with the National banks 
to fecilitate gold imports was made on 
April 12, although not publicly announced 
until April 14. The last of these deposits 


was the $1,500,000 secured by the National 
City Bank on Thursday, May 31. During 
this period of a little over six weeks the 
banks obtained from the Government >= 
870,000 in the shape, of special deposits 
against gold imports. This marked the 
extent to which the Government alded in 
ee gold into the country which has 
been add to the cash resources of the 
banks in the United States. .At the close 
of business on May 31, the day on which 
the last adyance by the Government was 
e, 870,000 out of the total ad- 
vances of $48, 87 ,000 had been returned to 
the Government. This left a balance of 
000,000 still due by the banks to the 
overnment on account of these special 
deposits.

ank on May 31, and $8,500,000 of gold 
reviously engaged which had not yet 
Poon recelved from abroad.
